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The Comptroller of the Currency
offers the following snggestions rela-
tive to the redemption of mutilated
currency uotes of National Banks:

“First. The notes are to be re-
deemed by the banks by which they

are respectively issued. and shiould |

nof be retnrned to this office in sums
less than fve hundred
even in maltiples of thet amount.
“Becond. Mutlated notes which
have been torn or defaced will be

received when presented by the bank |

that issned them, provided all the
fragments ave returned and the en-
graving or signatures are not so far
obliterated , that it cannot be deter-
mined by wiaat Lunk the notes were
issued.

“Third. Fragments should be re-
deemed by bauks, in full, when ae-
companied by an affidavit stating the
canse and manner of mutilation, and
that the missing part of the note is
totally destroyed. The good charae-
ter of the afiiant should also be fully
vouched for by the officer belore
whom the affiunt is taken.

‘“Theseaflidevits must be torwarded
to this office with the fragmoents to
which they relate, in order that bauks
presenting such parts of notes may
obtain eredit for the same.

‘“‘Exceptional cases may ocenr in
which no aflidavit can be obtained,
and where no reasonable doubts can
exist in regard to the enfire destruc-
tion or irreparable dumage to missing
portions of notes—as by fire, acids,
&e.—where evidence of identity is
ample by the signature of one or hoth
officers, or title or loeculity of the
bank, and the denomination of the
note—where the integrity of the bill
holder 15 unexeeptional,
no gquestion conld arise in
fraudulent or improper use
purts; in such fustances. judicions
diserimination must necossurily be
exercised by the officers of banks. It
is. however, advised that such notes
be reecived at their full fiwce value,
and a perfeet note given  thervefor, o
record being preserved of the fact, to
be sent to this oflice with the muti-
lated note when returned for redemp-
tion by the bank, in which ease full

“Fourth. Wheu no satisfaction can
be obtained in. regard to missing
parts, and a possibility exists that any
mmproper use cun be made of the
same, it is recommended that a pro-
portionate value only be allowed —
estimating this by comparison of the
portion returned to the missing part.

A record shounld be kept of the
aswount allowed in ull such instances,
and o voncher of same rendered to
this oflice, when the mutilated note
or notes shall be retmrned for re-
demption.”
